Jeep  Slides 
On  Y Mountain; 
Occupants  Safe 

A Jeep  Gladiator,  carrying  three 
BYU  students,  slid  nearly  100  yards 
down  the  face  of  “Y”  Mount  early 
Tuesday  but  no  one  was  reported 
injured. 

"WE  WENT  UP  to  the  “Y”,” 
said  Karl  Larson  of  Jackson,  Wyo. 
—not  a student  at  Brigham  Young 
— “ and  on  the  way  back  we  decid- 
ed to  go  down  the  grade.  We 
thought  it  {the  jeep)  would  make 
it,  but  it  didn’t.” 

BYU  Security  officers  reported 
that  the  vehicle  hit  a rock  on  the 
jerky  descent  and  slide  down  a 
mud-covered  hillside. 

THE  JEEP  finally  rested  on  its 
side  in  a precarious  position,  about 
25  yards  from  a side  winding 
access  road. 

BYU  students  in  the  vehicle 
were:  Fred  Klein,  a senior  from 
San  Bernadino,  Calif.,  Laurie  Law- 
son,  a junior  from  Orange,  Mass., 
and  Larry  Latshaw,  a senior  from 
Long  Beach,  Calif. 

SECURITY  officers  Charles  Rose 
and  Jerry  Rockwood  handled  the 
investigation  and  eventually  radio- 
ed for  a tow  truck  to  haul  down 
the  jeep.

New  Tiiket 
Polhy  Set 
By  Board 


The  new  ticket  policy  for  the 
basketball  games  has  been  an- 
nounced by  Executive  Assistant 
Boyd  Zollinger  and  the  Student  At- 
hletic Board. 

MANY  COMPLAINTS  stem  from 
students  having  to  wait  in  line  to 
obtain  tickets.  Waiting  in  line  can- 
not be  eliminated,  said  Zollinger, 
but  the  new  policy  will  eliminate 
waiting  in  line  immediately  before 
the  game. 

The  new  policy  will  be  in  effect 
for  the  game  Friday.  If  it  proves 
successful,  it  will  be  used  in  the 
future,  he  said. 

THE  FIELDHOUSE  will  be  open 
at  5 a.m.  Students  will  wait  in  line 
in  the  green  seats.  At  6 a.m.  stu- 
dents will  be  given  a numbered 
pass  or  passes  if  they  have  two 
activity  cards. 

One  person  may  pick  up  two 
passes  if  he  has  two  activity  cards. 
The  passes  will  entitle  the  holder 
to  go  to  the  game  that  evening. 

There  will  be  four  lines  at  the 
game.  Those  holding  tickets  num- 
bering 1-1200  will  form  the  first 
line;  line  two.  1201-2400;  line  three, 
2401-3600;  and  line  four,  3601-4800. 

THE  BEST  TICKETS  will  be 
found  in  the  first  line  and  will  dim- 
inish to  the  less  desirable  seats  in 
the  fourth  line. 

The  tickets  will  be  arranged  so 
the  first  in  line  in  the  morning  will 
have  the  best  seats  in  the  evening. 
The  tickets  must  be  picked  up  be- 
tween 5:30  and  7 p.m.  There  will 
be  no  need  to  wait  in  line  in  the 
evening. 

TICKETS  not  picked  up  fay  7 
p.m.  will  be  given  to  other  students.

Tuesday  morning. 

After  having  served  the  Church 
for  60  years  and  filling  the  roles 
of  missionary,  bishop,  stake  presi- 
ent  and  presiding  bishop  of  the 
Church.

Economics  Student  Replies  To  Charges

A recent  article  by  Mark  Skou- 
sen  in  the  Daily  Universe  ques- 
tions the  objectivity  and  the  “ac- 
ademic freedom”  allowed  in  the 
BYU  Department  of  Economics. 

SKOUSEN  BASED  this  argu- 
ment on  three  assertions:  1)  the 
textbook  for  Economics  111  by 
Paul  Samuelson  is  biased.  2)  the 
outside  reading  required  for  Eco- 
nomics 111  ore  limited  in  their 
viewpoint,  and  3)  the  faculty  of 
the  Economics  department  teach 
Keynesianism  not  as  theory  but 
as  truth.  I would  like  to  reply  to 
Skousen  by  commenting  on  each 
of  his  assertions. 

First  I think  that  he  is  unfair 
in  his  treatment  of  Samuelson.  He 
quotes  him  out  of  context  and 
makes  unwarranted  assumptions 
on  the  basis  of  these  excerpts. 

FOR  EXAMPLE,  Mr.  Skousen 
states  that; 

“.  . . When  he  (Samuelson) 
begins  to  talk  about  fiscal  and 
social  policies  of  the  government, 
his  political  bias  becomes  appar- 
ent. For  instance  in  his  analysis 
of  possible  reduction  of  govern- 
ment expenditures,  he  presents 
two  alternatives:  1.  to  make  gov- 
ernment more  efficient,  and,  2. 
to  reduce  the  scope  of  government 
activities.  It  is  the  later  that  is 
interesting.  The  government,  he 
says,  can  ‘build  fewer  roads,  pro- 
vide less  weather  information, 
cease  to  do  research,  or  abandon 
conservative  activities.’  . . .Pro- 
fessor Samuelson  completely  ign- 
ores that  possible  reductions  that 
are  obvious,  such  as  foreign  aid 
and  other  pork-barrel  legislation, 
welfare  programs,  farm  subsidies, 
T.V.A.  or  aid  to  education.” 

THE  IMPLICATION  is  clear— 
Samuelson  favors  socialistic  acti- 
vities. However,  if  one  reads  Sam- 
uelson’s  statement  carefully,  he 
will  see  that  Skousen’s  implication 
is  unfounded. 

Samuelson  states: 

“Government  expenditure  can 
be  reduced  in  two  quite  different 
ways:  First,  the  people  can  suc- 
ceed in  making  their  public  acti- 
vities more  efficient.  They  can 
abolish  graft  and  waste  and  insist 
on  better  planning  of  programs 
and  on  more  efficient  administra- 
tion. (The  ‘pork  barrel’  legisla- 
tion would  probably  fit  in  this  cat- 
egory, wouldn’t  it,  Mr.  Skousen?) 
Second,  they  can  change  the 
scope  of  government,  reducing  the 
public  expenditure  by  having  the 
government  drop  many  of  the 
functions  it  performs.  (Samuelson 
then  gives  the  following  examp- 
les) The  government  can  build 


fewer  roads,  provide  less  weather 
information,  cease  to  do  research 
or  abandon  conservation  activ- 
ities.” (That  is  ‘conservation  acti- 
vities’ not  ‘conservative  activi- 
ties’, Skousen— be  careful  of  the 
Freudian  slips.) 

JUST  BECAUSE  Samuelson  did 
not  include  welfare  programs,  etc. 
in  his  examples  of  the  functions 
of  functions  of  government  does 
not  mean  that  he  is  socialistic  in 
his  approach. 

Maybe  Skousen  can  justify  his 
logic  in  arriving  at  some  of  his 
conclusions  by  using  semantic 
inference.  However,  it  would  take 
more  than  simple  semantic  in- 
ference to  make  the  statement, 
“No  longer  does  modern  man 
seem  to  act  as  if  he  believed 
‘That  government  governs  best 
which  governs  least,’  ” and  the 
statement,  “.  . . One  cannot  sub- 
scribe to  a limited  government 
and  at  the  same  time  be  a ‘mod- 
ern man’  ”,  tautological. 

NEXT,  SKOUSEN  says  that 
Samuelson  “admits  that  Keynes 
is  a controversial  figure,  and  yet 
he  uses  his  theories  as  economic 
truth.”  He  states  that  “his  (Sam- 
uelson’s)  brand  of  Keynesianism 
‘is  accepted  in  its  broad  outlines 
by  all  but  a few  extreme  left-wing 
and  right-wing  writers.’  ” 

Skousen  uses  this  last  quota- 
tion to  show  that  Samuelson  there- 
fore considers  Hayek,  Von  Mises, 
etc.  to  be  “ ‘ extremists’  just  be- 
cause economics  (sic)  such  as 
these  disagree  with  Keynesian 
thought.  . . .” 

THIS  IS  WHAT  Samuelson  act- 
ually said: 

Although  much  of  this  analysis 
(modern  theory  of  income  anal- 
ysis) is  due  to  an  English  econo- 
mist, John  Maynard  Keynes  . . . 
today  its  broad  fundamentals  are 
increasingly  accepted  by  econo- 
mists of  all  schools  of  thought, 
including,  it  is  important  to  not 
ice,  many  who  do  not  share  Key- 
nes' particular  policy  views  and 
who  differ  on  technical  details  of 
analysis. 

. . .In  recent  years  90  per  cent 
of  American  economists  have 
stopped  being  'Keynesian  econo- 
mists' or  'anti-Keynesian  econo- 
mists.' Instead  they  have  worked 
toward  a synthesis  of  whatever  is 
valuable  in  older  economics  and 
in  modern  theories  of  income  de- 
termination. The  result  might  be 
called  ‘neo-classical  economics’ 
and  is  accepted  in  its  broad  out- 
lines by  all  but  a few  extreme 
left-wing  and  right-wing  writers. 

SO  MUCH  for  Samuelson’s  use 
of  Keynes’  theories  as  “economic 
truths”  and  his  “vitriolic  attack” 
on  Hayek,  Von  Mises.  etc. 

Skousen  also  makes  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  Economics 
Dept,  replace  the  Samuelson  text 


with  a “more  objective  text.”  I 
do  not  pretend  that  the  Samuelson 
text  is  perfect— but  it  is  consider- 
ed to  be  the  best  written  and  most 
objective  of  any  of  the  basic  eco- 
nomic texts  available,  and  I am 
certain  that  the  department  will 
replace  it  when  a better  text  is 
written.  In  any  case,  I can  not  see 
how  this  text  limits  Skousen’s 
“academic  freedom.” 

SECONDLY,  Skousen  says.  “I 
call  for  a fair  approach.  ‘Acade- 
mic freedom  demands  it.  Book 
selections  from  Hayek,  . . . Von 
Mises,  Hazzlitt  . . . should  be 
made  available  to  the  student.” 
Skousen  contends  that  these  au- 
thors are  not  used  because  they 
differ  from  Keynes  in  his  ap- 
proach and  conclusions. 

There  are  three  main  reasons 
why  these  readings  are  not  re- 
quired in  Economics  111.  (1) 

Some  of  them  are  oversimplified. 
An  example  is  the  writings  of 
Henry  Hazlitt  who,  by  the  way, 
is  not  an  economist.  (2)  Some  of 
them  are  so  complicated  that  a 
student  with  little  or  no  back- 
ground in  economics  would  not  be 
able  to  understand  them. 

AN  EXAMPLE  is  Von  Mises’ 
book,  Socialism  and  Human  Act- 
ion, suggested  by  Skousen.  Most 
Economics  111  students  would  not 
understand  Von  Mises’  analysis  of 
“The  Formal  and  Aprioristic 
Character  of  Praxeology”  or  “The 
Alleged  Logical  Heterogeneity  of 
Primitive  Man,”  included  within 
Von  Mises’  book  which  Mr.  Skou- 
sen recommends  be  put  on  the 
Economics  111  reading  list.  (3) 
Some  writing  are  concerned  pri- 
marily with  the  long-range  politi- 
cal implications  of  fiscal  and  mo- 
netary policy. 

An  example  of  this  would  be 
Hayek’s  Road  to  Serfdom.  Econo- 
mics 111  is  a basic  theory  course 
that  attempts  to  give  the  student 
the  fundamentals  of  “modern  in- 
come determination  theory”  and 
the  resulting  possibilities  for  fis- 
cal and  monetary  policy  to  help 
the  economy  maintain  growth, 
full  employment,  and  stability.  It 
is,  therefore,  not  designed  to  anal- 
yze in  detail  the  various  econo- 
mic and  political  implications 
that  such  a theory  has.  This  type 
of  analysis  is  reserved  for  Econo- 
mics 311  and  511  where  the  objec- 
tive of  the  class  is  to  take  the 
basic  theory  of  income  determina- 
tion and  criticize  it  from  differ- 
ent political  and  different  econo- 
mic points  of  view.  In  fact,  in  511, 
one  of  the  required  readings  is 
Keynes  at  Harvard,  which  laun- 
ches a scathing  attack  against 
Keynes. 

I WOULD,  therefore,  conclude 
that  the  omission  of  Skousen’s  re- 
commended books  on  the  Econo-

Finally,  the  thing  that  bothers 
me  most  about  Skousen’s  article 
is  his  completely  unfounded  “vit- 
riolic attack”  on  the  whole  Econ- 
omics Department,  and  his  con- 
clusion that  there  is  a “complete 
absence  of  academic  freedom” 
because  “.  . . . certainly,  it  would 
be  absurd  to  suppose  that  a Key- 
nesian professor  would  present 
both  views  fairly.” 

I DO  NOT  believe  Skousen  has 
ever  seen  a “Keynesian  Profess- 
or” and  certainly  not  here  at  the 
BYU.  Furthermore,  I do  not  see 
how  Skousen  can  justify  the  stat- 
ement that”  ...  on  the  whole, 
the  Economics  Department  uses 
the  Keynesian  view,  not  as  opin- 
ion, but  as  reality.”  when  his 
total  experience  with  the  Econo- 
mics Department  consists  of  be- 
ing taught  by  one  graduate  stu- 
dent for  seven  weeks. 

I have  had  ten  economics  class- 
es and  in  every  instance  I have 
been  encouraged  to  offer  opin- 
ions different  from  those  of  the 
instructors  and,  in  fact,  encour- 
aged by  them  to  become  acqu- 
ainted with  all  aspects  of  a parti- 
cular economic  concept  in  order 
to  make  my  own  conclusions.  I 
do  not  call  this  a “complete  ab- 
sence of  ‘academic  freedom.”

A new  publication  entitled  Dialo- 
gue: A Journal  of  Mormon  Thought 
is  to  appear  this  spring,  according 
to  Dr.  Richard  Bushman  of  the 
History  Dept. 

THE  MAGAZINE,  to  appear 
quarterly,  is  an  independent  review 
of  Mormon  life  and  of  Mormon 
viewpoints  on  contemporary  cult- 
ure. 

Dialogue  plans  to  publish  the 
best  in  Mormon  thought,  said  Bush- 
man. “For  this  purpose  a national 
board  of  active  Latter-day  Saints 
has  been  organized,”  he  said. 
“They  will  solicit  manuscripts  from 
all  over  the  Church.” 

"WE  KNOW  MORMONS  are 
bringing  their  beliefs  to  bear  on 
their  lives  as  lawyers  or  business- 
man, on  philosophy,  art,  psycho- 
logy or  whatever  interests  them,” 
said  Bushman.  “We  want  to  open 
discussion  on  these  issues  for  the 
benefit  of  Church  members  and  to 
show  the  world  that  Mormons  are 
thinking.” 

Slated  for  early  publication  are 
articles  on  psychology  and  faith, 
on  the  repeal  of  Section  14B,  and 
on  the  achievements  and  possibili- 
ties of  Mormon  philosophy. 

THE  DIALOGUE  prospectus  in- 
dicated that  the  magazine  seeks  to 
avoid  the  liberal  and  conservative 
labels.  “It  is  a forum  for  discus- 
sion of  all  points  of  view  on  the  en- 
counter of  faith  and  reason,  on 
the  relation  of  religious  values  to 
contemporary  experience  and 
learning,”  said  Dr.  Diane  Monson 
of  the  political  science  dept.

F THE  principal  items  for 
meeting  Friday  is  the 


shaping  of  plans  for  compliance 
with  the  new  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association  rule  which  sti- 
pulates that  incoming  freshmen, 
after  January  1,  1966,  must  have  a 
“predicted”  1.6  (C-minus)  grade 
point  average  to  be  eligible  for  an 
athletic  grant-in-aid. 

Other  items  on  the  agenda  in- 
clude consideration  of  regulations 
governing  the  participation  of 
freshmen  in  certain  varsity  sports, 
and  policies  pertaining  to  television 
and  radio  broadcasts  of  conference 
games.  They  also  will  complete  fin- 
al revision  of  the  constitution  and 
by-laws. 

“Athletic  directors  are  concerned 
about  crowd  behavior  and  the  in- 
creasing costs  of  conducting  athle- 
tic programs  and  will  discuss  these 
problems  also,”  Brechler  said.
